BRITAIN was battered 
by more freak weather 
yesterday. 

And  forecasters warned 
there's worse still to come - just 
a week after beaches were 
packed with sunbathers. 

Last night the north of the coun- 
try was told to brace itself as gales, 
torrential rain and floods brought 
chaos to the south. 

There was widespread damage as 
burst rivers swamped many parts 
and 70mph gusts uprooted trees. 


In Uplyme, Devon, a woman was 
rescued by firecrews when she 
drove into floods. 

In Plymouth, pensioner Phil 
Skinner and his wife were forced to 
flee after flood-water poured into 
their home up to their knees. 

Mr Skinner, 75, said: “We are hav- 
ing to live in our conservatory." 

The £4.2 million flood defence sys- 
tem in Ottery St Mary, east Devon, 
was overwhelmed and sandbags 
had to be handed out by the 
Environment Agency. 

Plymouth Argyle's home game 
against Leicester on Tuesday was 
abandoned because of a water- 
logged pitch. 

Elsewhere a cargo ship with eight 
crew had to be rescued after its 
engine failed off the coast of Corn- 
wall and it drifted towards rocks. A

Falmouth Coastguard spokesman 
said the lifeboat crews had reported 
a sea-swell of 16ft to 20ft and winds 
up to Force 10, around 60mph. 

On the West Sussex coast at 
Littlehampton the weather has left 
the shore littered with toy pink hip- 
pos, red turkeys and Christmas dec- 
orations after four containers that 
fell overboard from a ship a few 
days ago were finally washed up. 

Forecasters say there will be a let- 


up tomorrow but Sunday will see 
strong winds and more downpours. 

Experts warn that Britain is on 
the brink of a climate nightmare. 

Last month much of the country 
was sweltering in record-breaking 
70F temperatures. 

But the forecasters have warned 
that this winter could be the coldest 
since the devastating snows back 
in 1963.
